Is Big Problem 


One of our major domestic problems is 
the condition of our great cities. Huge 
communities are beginning to look like 
‘underdeveloped countries, instead of 
neighborhoods. within the richest and 
strongest country in the! history of 
mankind, Whole generations of persons 
are born and reared under conditions 
which lead to despair, crime and 
hopelessness. Terrible environmental 
conditions are the fate of thousands of 
America’s poor. For more than three 
decades affluent families have been 


» moving out of cities in search of better 


housing, better schools and suitable 
environment in which to rear their children. 
Those less affluent are no less concerned 
about their children, but, lacking 
resources, they have felt trapped within 
such communities. To save our cities, it is 
imperative that, we save our neighbor- 
hoods. 

The United Neighborhood Centers of 
America has always advocated the 
rebuilding of neighborhoods, Now, more 
than ever, we are advocating a greater 
effort and financial assistance for 
neighborhoods to help themselves. 

Settlements and neighborhood centers 
have, in many instances, made the 
difference between success Or failure in 
neighborhood improvement programs 
through their help in organizing 
neighborhood groups and through the 
provision of technical and other supportive 
assistance. Settlements and neighborhood 
centers can play a crucial role in helping 
neighborhood residents to become 
effective partners. 

It is our view that problems of our cities 
such as economic insecurity, stress,

Sylvester Murray's situation as 
Cincinnati's first black City Man- 
ager reminds us of Cari Stokes’s 
situation as the first black mayor 
of Cleveland. 

Once matters were out of con- 
trol in Cleveland, the powers that 
be were willing to throw their sup- 
port to a black man, who was then 
asked to work miracles. Although 
we think Stokes did amagnificent 


tension, violence and indeed crime can be 
reduced substantially, if sufficient numbers 
of people who are currently unemployed 
and who. view the future with dismay and 
despair can be effectively involved in 
rebuilding their neighborhoods: 

‘The problem is of mammoth proportions 
and very difficult indeed. The issue is that 
no community with 40-50 percent 
unemployed residents can achieve the 
quality of life it deserves and desires unless 
neighborhood residents themselves do the 
difficult job of utilizing their resources for 
constructive purposes. For example, 
unemployed neighborhood youths can ‘be 
utilized for construction, beautification and 
clean up of the neighborhood. People have 
to be made aware of the fact that results 
from. one's efforts can: be extremely 
réwarding in’ countless ways. If 
unemployed youths are trained to 
reconstruct dilapidated buildings, for 
example, then they develop many new 
qualities. These persons develop skills 
which are salable. in the future. In 
rebuilding their homes or apartments not 
only are useful skills developed, but 
meaningful and satisfying experiences are 
provided. Most of all, children who live in 
the neighborhood would perceive such 
adults and youths as leaders and doers as 
models they would want to emulate. 

The problem of our great cities is 
primarily one of lack of resources, poor 


‘communication and unemployed persons 


being unable to find meaningful 
employment. if there is a local 
neighborhood center or settlement in your 
city, seek it out. No agency can effectively 
help in. solving neighborhood problems 
without the active participation of the 
members of its community. “

Army Reserve 
Helps Minorities 


The Army Reserve Program is 
becoming a qualified government 
source for reducing unemploy- 
ment in major urban areas, say 
Army officers and civil rights 
leaders. 

Eligible young minority men 
and women, who apply for the 
Army Reserve Program, are not 
only paid for learning productive 
skills applicable to civilian 
careers, but also receive an 
incentive bonus for enlisting. in 
the Army Reserve Program, offic- 
ers pointed out. 

Qualified minority applicants, 
they add, will be offered a choice 
between a $1,500 cash enlistment 
bonus, or $2,000 in educational 
assistance funds. 

It is explained that these men 
and women must be high school 
graduates or seniors who are 
about to graduate, and who score 
31 or higher. on the Armed Forces 
Qualification Test. Individuals 
must have no prior military ser- 
vice at the time of their enlist- 
ment, and enlistment must be for 
a-minimum of six years. 

Dr. Ben Watkins, a noted New 
York City community leader, des- 
cribed the Reserve Program as: 
“An effective logical approach to 
aid young minority Americans in 
developing educational and 
vocational skills to compete m 
today’s marketplace.” 

Officers say that all new reser- 
vists spend a few months in active 
duty to receive their initial military 

_ training, then return home to. civ- 
ilian life and duties. The

Center, which total 16 hours per 
month, plus two weeks of annual 
training per year. Reservists 
receive pay for all training time. 
lf the enlistee decides on the 
cash bonus, officers explain, the 
reservists are paid in several 
increments during the term of 
enlistment. On completion of mil- 
itary training, reservists are paid 
$750, with $200 being paid at the 
end of the second_and third year. 
The balance of $350 is paid to the 
reservist at the completion of the 
fourth year. - 

Regarding the educational 
assistance option, officers point 
out that the reservist is paid $500 
per year towards tuition costs, 
laboratory fees, shop fees, books, 
and other agreed qualifying 
expenses, with a $2,000 maxi- 
mum over the six-year term of 
enlistment. Funds are paid 
directly to the reservist in accor- 
dance with the application for 
reimbursement. All studies must 
be completed at an accredited 
college, business school, or trade 
school, officers state.

Rhodes Swings Veto Ax 


Although Gov. James A. Rhodes, as he has 
often boasted of having “appointed more 
black judges by accident than all of my prece- 
dessors put together,” he lowered his veto ax 
on a proposal designed to enhance the chan- 
ces of blacks winning a Municipal Court 
judgeship in Hamilton County (Cincinnati). 
The proposal, sponsored by Sen. William F: 
Bowen (D-Cincinnati), was one of 27 mea- 
sures in the $16.5 billion two year state budget 
Rhodes line item vetoed. . 


Also falling under Rhodes’ veto buzzsaw 

were sections that would have mandated the 
, Ohio Department of Economic and Commun- 

ity Development to investigate racial segrega- 
tion in housing at the statewide level. : 

While, he voiced appreciation of the intent 
and purpose of the item, Rhodes, however, 
said issues such as those addressed in this 
itern would be far more approptiately handled 
in other existing agencies. P 

The two year budget was not only the larg- 
est in the history of the state, it also contained 
more provisions dealing with racial issues 
than any previous such legislation. 

As an example, Rhodes chopped out provi- 


sions that would have required the State 
Board of Education and the Ohio Department 
of Education to investigate cases of alleged 
racial segregation in school systems in Ohio. 
Under this provision, the department and 
the board would have also been authorized to 
cut off state funds to oreliminate any district 
found discriminating minority students. 
Once again Rhodes apparently sought to 
soften the blow, saying no one can argue with 
the Legisiature’s intent behind the language in 


the proposal, but he maintained that it was — 


unrealistic and misleading to expect the sub- 
ject agencies of the state government to inter- 
pret and apply evolving standards of 
constitutional taw, over which the country's 
most sophisticated constitutional scholars are 
in disagreement. 

But from a racial segregation point of view, 
all was not lost, for Rhodes let stand a provi- 
sion appropriating $1.3 million to assist local 
school systems to devise desegregation plans 
voluntarily. 

In allowing this provision to remain intact, 
Rhodes went against Senate minority Repub- 
licans who had urged him to veto it because

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After Florida executed John Spenkelink 
several weeks ago, a local police union raised 
travel money for its softball team by selling 
T-shirts with the message “! Down--133 to 
Go." The message referred to the 133 people 
then still on Florida’s Death Row awaiting exe- 
cution. The union reportedly did a booming 
business in the shirts with the grisly message? 

The story of the T-shirts symbolizes: the 
core issue of the death penalty--what kind of 
people are we? If we as a nation strive toward a 
humane society, then it is clear there is. no 
place for the death penalty in our system of 
justice. But if we value human life so little that 
we're willing to tolerate murder by the state, 
we reveal an immoral callousness that strikes 
at the roots of civilized behavior: 

Over 500 people are now in Death Rows 
across the country. Unless the death penalty 
is finally set aside, America will be the scene of 
a legalized bloodbath in the coming months. 

The fight against the death penalty is one we 
thought had been won back in 1972, when the 
Supreme Court ruled that the arbitrary nature 
in which it was carried out made it an uncon- 
stitutional cruel and unusual punishment. But 
then many states just rewrote their laws to try 
to meet the Court's objections. In 1976 the 
Court approved some of, those new death

penalty laws, saying they now met standards 
of fairness. 

in effect, the Court abdicated. its responsi- 
bility to uphold the Constitution. It just kicked 
the whole thing back to the states, so long as 
they avoided the grossly arbitrary excesses ot 
the loosely drafted previous laws. What_the 
High Court failed to admit is that no death 
penalty law can avoid being unconstitution- 
ally arbitrary. 

The Spenkelink case is a good example. 
Like many other murder cases there was Con- 
siderable doubt about the circumstances. The 
prosecutor charged him with first degree 
murder, @ capital offense. But another prosec- 


- utor in.another locality could just as well have 


charged him with second-degree murder, 
mansiaughter, or even, in the view of some, 
justifiable homicide in self-defense. 


If the defendant is rich, his top-ranked attor- 
ney can work out a plea bargain. If he has 
roots in the community and is established in 
the locality, he'll get different treatment. If he 
commits his crime in a conservative “law and 
order” community he’s more likely to get the 
death penalty than ina more liberal town inthe 
same state. h

Rhodes, a Republican, obviously agreed with 
the Democrats. . 

As pointed out in this colum last week, it is 
very unlikely that the Democrats will attempt 
to override Rhodes’ veto when the Legislature 
reconvenes Sept. 11, after a summer vacation. 

Rhodes, in the meantime, has signed into 
law a bill directing the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Ohio (PUCO) to devise rules 
governing when gas and electric utilities can 
cut off service to non-paying customers. 

The law, which becomes effective Oct. 31, 
requires PUCO to conduct hearings before 
establishing rules concerning utility shutoffs 
to consumers who have failed to pay their 
bills. . 

In formulating the rules, PUCO must adhere 
to legislative guidelines which emphasize that 
service cannot be cutoff without “reasonable 
prior notice” and unless the customer has a 
reasonable opportunity to dispute the 
reasons. 

This was just one of several bills designed to 
give utility consumers a voice before their gas 
or electricity is shutoff. It will be interesting 
to see how PUCO handles the situation when 
it clashes head on with the usually tough util- 
ity tycoons, who are virtually certain to use all 
of their legal muscles in efforts to undercut 
any meaningful rule established by PUCO. 


arbitrary derives from the practice of sentenc- 
ing blacks to death for the same crimes for 
which most white defendants received prison 
sentences. This blatant demonstration that 
society valued white lives over black was a 
major reason for the Court's original ruling 
that the death penalty is unconstitutional. 

The’'states that.now have legally acceptable 
death sentences have managed to overcome 
the racial bias against black defendants--most 
of the convicted murderers awaiting execu- 
tion are white. But the startling fact is that 
racial bias continues to be applied in capital 
cases, and the numbers show society con- 
tinues to value black lives less than white lives. 
An analysis of homicides in Florida between 
1973. and'1977 shows that someone convicted 
of killing a black is one-tenth as likely to get 
the death penalty as someone convicted of 
killing a white. The race of the victim is now 
the arbitrary standard. 

Among the cases examined, not one of the 
111 whites convicted of killing blacks got the 
death penalty. One third of one percent of the 
2,146 whites arrested for killing other whites 
got the death penalty. But the 286 blacks 
arrested for killing whites were five times more 
likely to get the sentence: ' 

The ‘man convicted of being Spenkelink's 
accomplice got off scot free by turning state's 
evidence. The week Spenkelink was murdered 
by the State of Florida, a San Francisco jury 
gave a relatively light prison sentence to the 
killer of the city’s Mayor. 

The death penalty simply cannot meet any 
test of constitutionality, fairness or decency. 
The Supreme Court and the state legislatures 
ought to find the political and moral courage 
to finally do away with _it.

‘Medic’s Murder Cancelled Plan To 
Take Sons On ‘Trick/Treat’

Since Dr. David A. 
Ucker’s indictment for the 
murder of Dr. Walter T. 
Bond two months ago, his 
background has been 
generously profiled in the 
news media. 

Consequently, it is 
generally known that he is 
not only a practicing 
physician, but he is also 
engaged in the general 
practice of law. Heis alsoa 
former chairman of the 
gynecology and obstetrics 
at Grant Hospital, and until 
his recent resignation he 
served as deputy coroner 
of Franklin County. 

In contrast with Ucker's ” 
published profile, little 
attention has been given to 
the background of the man 
who Ucker is on trial this 
week for allegedly murder- 
ing. 

Bond, unlike his accused 
killer, was not a product of 
Columbus nor of Ohio 
educational institutions.
